Basement

[0 Be sureto go into the basement to check
on the condition of the furnace. (Make
sure there is a furnace.)) Even in
summer, turn up the thermostat up to see
if the furnace actually works.

0 Look at the water heater to see if it is
leaking. If you notice any serious
problems, think carefully about the
chance you'll be taking with your
family's hedlth and safety if you rent the
apartment.

O Ask the landlord to put promised repairs
inwriting. But ask yoursdlf: "If he didn't
make these repairs for the last tenant,
why should | believe hélll make the
repairs for me?"

If your landlord doesn't make promised repairs, cdl
the building ingpection department to request an
ingoection.  In the City of Milwaukee cdl the
Department of Neghborhood Services a 414
286-2268. Don't wait. If you have been served with
eviction papers, DNS will only respond to
complaints about hezardous conditions until the
litigation ends.

Recording

Is the property recorded? Non-owner occupied
property and al commercia residentia
property must be recorded. If it is not, perhaps
your landlord is not up to date on a number of
other issuesaswell. Check the Internet to seeif
he/she is recorded with Property Recording.

Internet Assistance
The City of Milwaukee has
put valuable information
about all property
ownership, violations,
complaints and permits on
the world wide web. All City libraries offer
internet access. This information is useful for
tracking the performance of landlords making
repairs and handling complaints. Problem
landlordswill be unresponsiveand likely resultin
alot of litigated fines. Respons blelandlords may
have some violations, but they will be taken care
of in 30 days or less.

A high number of complaints can dso dert you
as to the ability of a landlord to manage the
property. While the number of complaints may
be disturbing, one condemnation order is more
serious than 25 paint orders. Consider the
conseguences of renting a place proneto constant
complaints and building code violations.

From there, click on the PROPERTY DATA
button and enter the address. If a duplex, enter
the lowest house number. You can also check
if back taxes have been paid as another sign of
the landlord’s ability to manage the property.

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Before You Rent

O Landlords may not advertise or rent
condemned property.

0 Landlords must disclose housing code
violations they have been notified
about, but have not corrected.

0 They must also reveal structurd
defects, a lack of hot or cold running
water, serious plumbing or electrica
problems, and other hazards.

Landlords Must Also
Disclose:

O If the heating unit cannot maintain a
temperature of at least 67° F.

O If you are required to pay utilities and
utility charges will be divided if the
dwelling is not individually metered.

Look before you Lease

Finding adecent placeto rent requiresthorough
inspections of apartments and the strength to
keep looking when apartments don't pan out.

You have theright to inspect the unit before you
rent it. We recommend you take aong a
flashlight, light bulb, hair dryer, pen, and the
following checklist:

These will be your inspection tools. Use the
following list to check for problems.

Electrical

O Turn on each switch to seeif it works. If
thereisno bulb in the socket, use yours.

[0 Check every outlet by plugging in your
hair dryer. Obviously, there are
problems if a fuse blows or the dryer
won't go on.

If outlets or sockets don't work, there could be

dangerous defects in the electrical system that
could cause afire.

Plumbing

0 Turn on the sink and bathtub faucets to
seeif they work or leak.

O FHush the toilet to see if it operates
properly or leaks.

U Do the drains operate properly?

Look up
O Arecelings water stained or cracked?
U Arewalls water stained or cracked?
These may indicate aleaking roof, defective
rain gutters, or defective plumbing upstairs.

Water damage could cause the ceiling or walls
to collapse.

Safety
O Are there working smoke detectors near
every bedroom and one on every floor

including the basement?

(0 Are there deadbolt locks on the
apartment doors and the exterior doors?

Windows

O Are there storms and screens? Does the
window lock?

O Very gently push on the windows to see
if they are secure or loose in the frame.

Rodents and Roaches

[0 Open cabinets and immediately shine
the flashlight inside to detect roaches.

O Look for roach eggs.
O Look for rat and mouse holes and

droppings in the back of cabinets and
closets.
